Claims 2 and 18 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 2 : line 2, before generating "said" should be added. Feedback filter coefficient 
has been claimed before in claim 1 , lines 2-3 where claim 2 depends on. 
Claim 18 : the claimed "means for generating bias of the Fast Walsh Transform system" 
in lines 5-6 reads as if the system generates a bias after the bias has been cancelled by 
the "means for canceling the bias" in lines 4-5. Shouldn't the "means for generating the 
bias be claimed before the "means for canceling the bias? Otherwise as claimed, it 
reads as if there is a bias remaining not canceled by the means for generating the baas. 
Appropriate correction is required.
